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Spanish Flag 1 Hauled Down and the 
Stars and Stripes Unfurled. 

Ordnance Department Considering What 
to Do With the Large Quantity of Arms, 
Ammunition, Fortifications, Lie., 
Recently Captured. 

Camp McCalla, July 20, via Playa 
del Este, Santiago Pay. — A launch 
from the Marblehead went up the bay 
Monday afternoon to Verticayu del 
Toro, opposite Caimanera, and gave 
formal notice to the Spanish com- 
mander of the surrender of Gen. 
Tcral's troops together with the condi- 
tions of the capitulation of Santiago. 
A limited time was fixed for hauling 
down the Spanish flag over Caimanera. 

The American oftieer also gave no- 
tice that if the Spanish gunboat San- 
doval was disabled in any way, or 
any arms, ammunition, public build- 
ings or barracks at Caimanera or Gu- 
antanamo were destroyed, the Span- 
iards would not be treated as prison- 
ers of war. The flag was hauled down 
Monday afternoon. 

From Spanish sources it is learned 
that the total force in Guantanamo 
and Caimanera is about 5.000, of which 
number however, only about 3,000 are 
tit for service, the others being dis- 
abled by sickness or wounded. 

Tuesday steps were taken for a for- 
mal surrender. What disposition will 
be made of the prisoners has not yet 
been determined because of the pres- 
ence of yellow fever among - them. A 



MILITARY GOVERNOR. 



Gen. Chaffee and Not Gen. Heifer Will ill 
Placed in Command at Banti- 
ago de Cuba. 



Washington, July 20. — Although the 
president has not appointed a military 
governor for Santiago, it is likely that 
Gen. Chaffee, who is now at Santiago, 
will be named. The president seri- 
ously considered the appointment of 
Gen. J. Warren Keifer, of Ohio, on 
account of his experience in military 
and civil government, but, after con- 
sidering the subject for some time, 
he thought it best to appoint some 
one who had been in the campaign in 
Cuba and understood the conditions 
and needs of Santiago. Gen. Chaffoe 
has been in Cuba with the invading 
army and is well qualified for the place 
aad, like Gen. Keifer, is an Ohio man, 
having been appointed from that state. 

entered the army in the ranks and 
gradually earned his promotion and 
was lieutenant colonel of the cavalry 
when war was declared and pro- 
moted to brigadier general and finally 
major general of volunteers since that 
time. 

Arms and Ammunition Turned Over.

Washington, July 20.— The ordnance 
department of the war department is 
considering what to do with the large 
quantity of arms, ammunition, fortifi- 
cation guns and ordnance stores which 
have come into the possession of this 
government through the surrender of 
Santiago. Gen. Sli after reports that 
about 7.000 Mauser rifles were turned 
over the first day and the number will 
reach probably 20,000 when the troops 
at other points in the surrendered 
zone turn in their guns. The reports 
made before the surrender indicated 
that the Mausers handled by the Span- 
ish ti-oops were not in very good con- 
dition. The guns were all right when 
furnished, but the poor care they re- 
ceived. principally from volunteers, 
left many of them rusty and de- 
fective. Ordnance officials believe, 
however, that the greater part of 
the guns can be put in first- 
class order. The Mauser has a caliber 
of seven millimeteres or .2% of an 
inch, while the American gun has a 
caliber of .3 of an inch. This differ- 
ence in caliber makes it impossible to 
use American ammunition in the cap- 
tured guns. The surrender also covers 
a large stock of ammunition, rifle 
balls, etc., of the caliber suitable for 
the Mausers so that when the guns 
are repaired there will be 
ample stock of cartridges to 
use in them. The ordnance 
bureau is considering only what shall 
be done with the guns if they are util- 
ized by this government, as it has 
nothing to do with the larger question 
concerning the ultimate return of the 
guns to the Spanish troops. This is a 
general question of governmental pol- 
icy. but it appears to be pretty well 
settled that the guns will not be re- 
turned to Spaniards at least until the 
war is over. 

The ordnance officers expect to make 
very little use of the old fortification 
guns mounted in Morro castle, Socapa. 
Cayo Smith and other forts along 
Santiago harbor. These, it has devel- 
oped since the capture, are guns of 
antiquated pattern, most of them 
muzzle loaders. It is said they would 
not be worth bringing back to the 
United States, except as souvenirs of 
the fall of Santiago. 

Cot Bryan’s Regiment. 

Bloomington. UL, July 20. — The 
train bearing Col. Bryan’s regiment of 
Nebraska volunteers en route for 
Florida passed through Bloomington 
in four sections 'I uesday afternoon. 
CoL Bryan was with the last section, 
which stopped here nearly an hour.

Large Contract for Hay. 

St. Louis, July 20. — A St. Louis firm 
has secured the largest contract for 
hay ever let by the United States gov- 
ernment. The contract calls for 9,000, - 
COO pounds of hay, to be delivered at 
Chickamauga. Between 400 and 500 
cars will be required to transport it. 
The contract for oats was awarded to 
a Cincinnati firm; straw to an Evans- 
ville, lnd., firm, and bran to a Chatta- 
nooga firm. 

Mineral Springs Deal. 

Winchester, Ivy., July 20.— For some 
time there has been talk of a new syn- 
dicate, composed largely of Cincinnati 
capitalists, obtaining control of the 
Mineral Springs summer resort, in the 
eastern part of this county. An offer 
was recently made to Mrs. S. R. 
Grimes, the present owner, hut was re- 
jected. The Cincinnati, Portsmouth & 
Virginia railroad is largely interested 
in the deal. 

Smallpox Situation In Clay and Jackson 
Counties. 

Pinf.ville, Ky., July 20.— The small- 
pox situation is grave in Clay and 
Jackson counties. It is reported here 
that the disease exists in Leslie coun- 
ty. One death was reported from Clay 
count}’ Monday. Dr. Smock, repre- 
sentative of the state board of health, 
has arrived and will take steps to 
stamp out the disease. Much excite- 
ment is manifested throughout tho 
mountain counties. 

Zola Avoiding Arrest. 

Paris, July 20.— M. Emile Zola who, 
with M. Perreux, managing editor of 
the Aurore, was sentenced Tuesday to 
a year's imprisonment and a fine of 

3.000 francs, on the charge of libel 
brought against him by the officers of 
the Esterhazy court martial has gone 
to Lucerne, Switzerland, to avoid ar- 
rest. 

Hotel Proprietor Murdered. 

Asheville, N. G, July 20.— R. W. 
Taylor, proprietor of the Oaks hotel, 
was killed Tuesday night by John 
Corey, of Decatur, 111. Corey, who was 
a guest at the hotel, took the part of 
the clerk in a dispute over a bill. This 
angered Taylor and in the quarrel 
which ensued he was killed. 

Sailed for the Philppines. 

San Francisco, July 20.— The trans- 
port steamer Pennsylvania, with the 
First Montana regiment and 300 re- 
cruits for the First California volun- 
teers, sailed Tuesday for the Philip- 
pines.

CONTRACT MADE. 

Spanish Trans- Atlantique Co. to Transport 
the Spanish Prisoners From San- 
tiago to Spain. 

I ■ 

Washington, July 21.— Arrange- 
ments practically were concluded by 
the government Wednesday night for 
the transportation of the Spanish 
prisoners at Santiago from Cuba to 
Spain. 

The contract was awarded to the 
Spanish Trans-Atlantique company, 
repreresented by J. M. Cabellos & Co., 
of New Y'ork. The company agrees to 
carry the prisoners from Cuban ports 
to Spain at the rate of $20 for each en- 
listed man and $55 for each commis- 
sioned officer, subsistence to be fur- 
nished by the company on the army 
ration basis as provided for in the 
government's advertisement for bids. 

The award provides also that the 
company shall have five ships at San- 
tiago in nine days from Thursday (the 
21st inst.), two in 17 days from Tliuis- 
day and enough to complete the trans- 
portation of the prisoners in 21 days 
from Thursday. 

Two days ago Col. Hecker, in charge 
of the transportation of troops in the 
quartermaster general’s department ol 
the army, went to New York to con- 
sult with shipping companies concern- 
ing the transportation of the Spanish 
troops surrendered at Santiago. 
Bids which he had previously ad- 
vertised for were opened at the 
army building in New York Wed- 
nesday. Col. flecker returned to 
Washington Wednesday evening. Wed- 
nesday night he had a conference at the 
war department with Secretary Alger, 
Quartermaster General Luddington 
and Adjt. Gen. Corbin. The bids of 
the several companies were consid- 
ered, that of the Spanish Trans-Atlan- 
tique Co. finally being accepted, as in 
all respects it was regarded as the best 
made. On the basis of 24,000 enlisted 
men and 1,000 officers, it will cost the 
government $535,000 to transport the 
prisoners. 

The ships will fly the colors of Spain 
and will be manned, probably entire- 
ly, by Spanish crews. It was remark- 
ed Wednesday night as one of the 
curious developments of the war that 
the United States government should 
enter into a friendly contract with a 
company, many of whose vessels are 
auxiliaries to the Spanish navy and 
some of which have been captured or 
destroyed by the navy of the Unitec 
States. 

PORTO RICO. 

Adm. Sampson Ordered to Start at Unci 
With His Fleet for the Designated 
Landing Flaee. 

Washington, July 21.— Secretary Al- 
ger said Wednesday night that he ex- 
pected Gen. Miles, one brigade of in- 
fantry and some artillery would leave 
Cuba immediately under convoy of a 
strong naval squadron, for the inva* 
rion of I’orto Rico. He expressed the 
hope and belief that the trooDs were 
already en route to Porto Rico. Most 
of them had been on board the trans- 
ports for several days and the situa- 
tion was becoming trying for them. 
Secretary Alger 6aid there had 
been no delay in the embarkation 
of the troops and that so far as the 
war department and Gen. Miles were 
concerned the expedition had been in 
readiness to proceed to Porto Rico for 
several days. Orders were sent to 
Adm, Sampson to start at once with 
his fleet for the landing place in Porto 
Rico which has been determined upon 
by the war authorities. 

No information could be obtained at 
the war department Wednesday as to 
whether the fleet actually had sailed. 

New Toledo Road. 

Toledo, O., July 21. — The chamber 
of commerce here Wednesday passed 
resolutions indorsing the project of 
building an electric railroad from 
loledo to Lyons, Mich., a distance of 
30 miles, and also agreed to pay Dr. 
John Smith, of Pontiac, Mich., the 
chief promoter of the road, a cash l 
bonus of $5,000, the amount asked, 

when the road is completed and in 
operation. 

Lynching at Westville, Mis#. 

Natchez, Miss., July 21. — An infu- 
riated mob stormed the Simpson coun- 
ty jail at Westville, killing W. T. Pat- 
terson, who was confined therein un- 
der the charge of murdering Lawrence 
Lrinson and the jail building was fired 
and the building and the body of the 
prisoner were burned. The body of 
the unfortunate man was literally rid- 
dled with bullets. 

Ordered to Sail at Once. 

New 1 ork, July 21. — Orders were 
received Wednesday by the quarter- 
master's department for the Massa- 
chusetts, Roumanian and Michigan to 
sail at once whether their supplies 
were on board or not. They left early 
i hursday. The Roumanian and the 
Massachusetts will go to Newport 
News and the Michigan to Port Tampa. 

Want to Become American Citizens. 

Santiago, July 21. — Many of the 
Spanish soldiers are anxious to become 
American citizens and are applying 
for naturalization papers. The readi— 
ness and avidity with which the store- 
keepers accept greenbacks is remark- 
able. 

Mother-In-Law Charged Vyith Abduction. 

Bkllefontaink, O., July 21.— Robert 
Wilson, of Big Springs, has had his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Sarah Hinkle, ar- 
rested charged with abducting his 
four- yea r-old child. 



, CONFEDERATE VETERANS. 

Opening of Their Eighth Annual Reunion 

in the Auditorium, Atlanta — Speeches 
Which Extolled Oue Nation. 

' 

Atlanta, Ga., July 21. — Ten thou- 
sand confederate veterans and their 
friends completely filled the vast 
auditorium at Piedmont park Wednes- 
day and cheered to the echo speeches 
which eulogized confederacy, extolled 
‘•One Nation 1 ' and cast glowing trib- 
utes upon the records and achieve- 
ments of the soldiers of the south 
in the war w r ith Spain. Gen. 

Gordon, surprisingly strong in voice, 
delivered a splendid speech which 

thrilled the hearts of his auditors and 
sent the famous rebel yell echoing in- 
to the rafters. The oration of the day 
was delivered by Gen. Chas. E. Hooker, 
of Mississippi, and addresses were 
made by Gov. Atkinson, Hon. W. A. 
Hemphill, Mayor Chas. Collier and 
Representative Felder. 

SPANISH COLONIES. 

The President is Preparing a Plan to Seize 
and Hold Them Until After 
Peace is Declared. 

Washington, July 21. — The presi- 
dent is preparing to carry out his plan 
to seize all the Spanish colonies and 
hold them until peace is declared. 
The Porto Rico expedition has started 
and now it is semi-officially announced 
that Commodore Watson and his fleet 
will stop at the Canaries and form a 
a military and naval base. Then there 
are the Balearic islands off Algiers in 
the Mediterranean, which will be next 
visited an,d as they can be easily cap- 
tured, they will be made the naval 
base for the fleet’s operations against 
the coast of Spain. It can be also 
stated that Commodore Schley will 
follow Watson’s fleet, and should the 
latter go on to Manila, Schley and his 
vessels will guard the Mediterranean 
and the coast of Spain. 

Miles Wants to Lead an Army Through 
Spain. 

Washington, July 21. — Gen. Miles 
has been urging the president and war 
board to allow him to lead an army of 
invasion to Spain after the conquest of 
Porto Rico. He has strongly argued 
that the appearance of an American 
army ready to invade the kingdom 
would force peace even more quickly 
than the presence of the eastern squad- 
ron in the Mediterranean. Thus far 
the answer to Gen. Miles has been: 
“Take Porto Rico speedily, and then 
it will be time to consider the other 
proposition. 

United States May Have to Fight Cubans. 

Norfolk, Va., July 21. — An army 
officer of wide experience and inti- 
mate knowledge of the Cubans made 
the startling prediction that “within 
two weeks we shall be fighting the 
Cubans.” He further adds: “The Cu- 
bans are already dissatisfied with 
American methods. They want to kill 
their prisoners, and can not under- 
stand why we do not allow them to do 
so. 

Hard Coal Drops. 

Chicago, July 21. — Hard coal has 
tumbled from $0 to $5 a ton retail. A 
fight in the trust is responsible for the 
drop in price. Some of the dealers ex- 
pect an advance altwost immediately; 
others insist that the cut will be main- 
tained, and some even assert that the 
price will go still lower. The Dela- 
ware, Lackawana & Western Co. start- 
ed the cut. 

I. oading Heavy Artillery. 

Tampa, Fla., July 21.— The heavy ar- 
tillery under Gen. Rodgers and the 5th, 
11th and 19th infantry, under Gen. 
Schwan's command, are at Port Tampa 
embarking as fast as possible. Some 
delay is anticipated owing to the 
scarcity of transports, but as others are 
expected hourly, no serious inconveni- 
ence will be experienced. 

Alfred White May Be Vice Consul. 

Cincinnati, July 21. — Alfred White, 
jr., the Cincinnati sculptor,is said to 
have a pretty sure thing that he will 
be appointed to a vice consulship in 
Italy. Senator Foraker, it is under- 
stood, has recomended White to Presi- 
dent McKinley. White is not a stran- 
ger to that country, as he studied his 
art there several years. 

Our Casualties More Thau the Enemy. 

* Santiago, July 21. — At the battle of 
El Caney our casualties exceeded those 
of the Spaniards. While the}’ had 400 
men k\l led to our 200, they had only 
500 men wounded to our 1,500. The 
list of the wounded has heen increased 
since to over ‘2,000 men who are lying in 
the Principe Alfonso, Mercedes and 
other hospitals here. 

Steamer Missing. 

London, July 21. — The British bark 
Midas, Capt. Messenger, which sailed 
from Nagasaki, Japan, on February 
14, for Portland, Ore., has been posted 
by Lloyds as missing. The Midas was 
a steel vessel of 1361 tons, built at 
Maryport, Eng., in 1893, whence she 
hailed. Her owners are Ritson & Co. 

Miles’ Troops Aboard the Transports. 

Washington, July 21. — A cablegram 
was received at the war department 
shortly after 2 o'clock Wednesday from 
Gen. Miles. He stated that he had ten 
transport ships loaded with troops and 
was awaiting naval convoy before pro- 
ceeding to Porto Rico from Guanta- 
namo bay. He stated further that two 
additional ships had arrived at Guan- 
tanamo bay Tuesday night from Tam 
pa, loaded with artillery. 

The president has issued a procla- 
mation relieving Spanish vessels from 
the irufis'tion of the tonnage tax.

McKinley Issues Orders Instructing Gen. ^ Story Which Sncpi>e<» the Bondi 
Shafter in the Santiago Government That United Two Sweet 

—New Epoch in History. Young: Things. 



Washington, July 19. — A state papei 
that will be historic, marking at 
epoch in American history, was issuec 
Monday night by direction of Presi- 
dent McKinley* 

By order of Secretary Alger, Gen. 
Corbin Monday night cabled the docu- 
ment to Gen. Shafter, in command ol 
the military forces at Santiago. Tht 
paper is not only an authorization 
and instruction of Gen. Shafter for the 
government of the captured territory, 
but also a proclamation to the people 
of the territory of the intentions ol 
the government of the United States 
regarding them and their interests. It 
marks the formal establishment of a 
new political power in the island ol 
Cuba and insures to the people of the 
territory over which the power ex- 
tends absolute security in the exercise 
of tlieir private rights and relations, a^ 
well as security to their persons and 
property. 

The first effect of the military occu- 
pation of the enemy’s territory is the 
severance of the former political rela- 
tions of the inhabitants, and the es- 
tablishment of a new political power. 
Under this changed condition ol 
things, the inhabitants so long as they 
perform their duties, are entitled tc 
security in their persons and property 
and in all their private rights and re- 
lations. 

The United States does not make 
war upon the inhabitants of Cuba, noi 
upon any party or faction among them 
but to protect them in their homes, in 
their employments and in their per- 
sonal and religious rights. All per- 
sons who, either by active aid or by 
honest submission, co-operate with the 
United States in its efforts to give ef- 
fect to this beneficent purpose, will re- 
ceive the reward of its Bupport and 
protection. 

Though the powers of the military 
occupant are absolute and supreme, 
and immediately operate upon the 
political condition of the inhabitants, 
the municipal lawe of the conquered 
territory, such as affect private rights 
of person and property, and provide 
for the punishment of crime 
are considered as continuing in force, 
so far as they are compatable with the 
new order of things, until they are 
suspended or superseded by the occu- 
pying belligerent, and in practice they 
are not usually abrogated, but are al 
lowed to remain in force and to be ad- 
ministered by the ordinary tribunal, 
substantially as they were before the 
occupation. 

It is conceded that all public funds 
and securities belonging to the gov- 
ernment of the country’ in its own 
right, and all arms and supplies and 
other movable property of such gov- 
ernment, may be seized by the mil- 
itary occupant and converted to hi! 
own use. The real prope rty of th* 
state he may hold and administer, 
at the same time enjoying the revenue* 
thereof, but he is not to destroy i! 
save in the case of military necessity. 
All public means of transportation, 
such as telegraph lines, cables, rail- 
ways and boats belonging to the stat<* 
may be appropriated to his use, but, 
unless in case of military necessity, 
they are not to be destroyed. 

All churches and buildings devoted 
to religious worship and to the arts 
and sciences, all school houses, are, sc 
far as possible, to be protected and all 
destruction or intentional defacement 
of such places of historical monu- 
ments or archives or of works ot 
science or art is prohibited, save when 
required by urgent military necessity. 

As the result of military occupation, 
the taxes and duties payable by the 
inhabitants to the former government 
become payable to the military occu- 
pant, unless he sees fit to substitute 
for them other rates or modes of con- 
tribution to the expenses of the gov- 
ernment. The moneys so collected arc 
to be used for the purpose of paying 
the expenses of government under the 
military’ occupation, such as the sal- 
aries of the judges and the police, and 
for the payment of the expenses of th.' 
army. 

Private property taken for the use 
of the army is to be paitl for when pos- 
sible in c-r>.sh at a fair valuation anc 
when payments in cash is not possible, 
receipts are to be given. 

All ports and plaees in Cuba which 
may be in the actual possession of our 
land and naval forces will be opened 
to the commerce of all neutral na- 
tions, ns well as our own, in articles 
not contraband of war, upon paymeni 
of the prescribed rates of duty which 
may be in force at the time of the im- 
portation.

IN JASPER CAVE.

I WAS just II years old when we I 
moved to Granite Falls, and I 
thought it the most wonderful place I 
had ever seen. And it is a wonderful 
place; though since I have grown older 
1 have sometimes doubted whether it 
was any part of the plan of creation 
that people should live there. For 
Granite Falls is a mere rift through : 
the mountains, with a swift, foaming I 
river tumbling- down the middle of it. 
On each side the rocky hills rise up so 
steep that you seem to see the sky 
through a long slit, just a > when you 
look up between the tall buildings of 
a city street. And there isn’t, much 
more earth in sight, either, than you 
see in the paved streets of the city. 
The road that follows the river bank 
runs along- bare ledges for the most 
part, and the rootr, of the scraggly. 
stunt ed trees sprawl out over the 
rocks like claws with only a thin skim 
of soil to grip in. T he winters are 
something terrible; for the snows 
gather in the narrow valley until the 
big drifts cut across the secoud-storv 
windows, and you have to make a tun- 
nel to get to the weli. and another to 
get to the barn. Sometimes for a 
whole week you can’t reach tho store 
or the post office or the house of your 
nearest neighbor. Indeed, the only 
reason why anybody ever does try to 
live at Granite Falls is because of the 
splendid water power and the great 
log-drives that are Boated down the 
river from the vast forests above, to 
be sawed into planks and boards in the 
mills. The dismal scream of the saws 
is always heard there, and the air is 
full of the sweet, peculiar smell of the 
moist, fresh-cut lumber — except, of 
course, in the dead of winter — and 
really, in summer it isn’t so bad — es- 
pecially for a boy, who doesn’t have 
to break his back and risk life and 
limb struggling with the wet. heavy 
logs and feeding them to the ravenous 
teeth of the saws. Anyhow, 1 found 
a deal to interest me all day long 
through all the summer months; and 
so did Bessie, my sister. 

Father’s mill-dam ran across from 
•the shore to n long, narrow island, 
that split the torrent like a flinty 
wedge; and just, below the dam the 
channel was almost empty, for the wa- 
ter that came through the sluice was 
only enough to make a sort of brook, 
cascading down the bare bed of 
smooth black rook, here and there 
spreading in shallow pools, and finally 
joining the main body of the river be- 
low the island. It was the best sport 1 
had ever known, to wade about in the 
■warm water, setting up toy mill- 
wheels whittled out of pine where the 
stream leaped and spouted, and feed- 
ing and herding the shoals of darting 
minnows in the miniature ponds. It 
was great fun, too, sealing the cliffs 
and eiimbing about on the mountains;

[ excursions that I discovered Jasper 
cave. 

I 

I don’t mean that I was the first who 
ever visited the place, though I doubt 
that any white man knew of it at that 
time. I found it by the merest acci- 
dent. for Its mouth is about half way 
up the side of a precipitous mountain, 
almost as steep as the side of a Itouse, 
and no opening is visible from below. 

It can only be reached from the forest 
above, by a zig-zag track along the 1 
face of the cliff — a path scarcely six 
inches wide in some places, so that one i 
has to lean against the rock to keep 
his balance. In front of the cave, < 
however, there is a flat shelf several ' 
yards in breadth, commanding a beau- ! 
t if til view of the valley beneath, the 
river looking like a mere trout-brook J 
in the distance, tho logs in it like little 
sticks, and the mill like a plaything : 
that a boy might work with a crank, j 
The entrance of the cave is so low that 
l had to crawl in on my hands and j 
knees. Inside, it is about as big as an 
ordinary room, and in the middle just 
high enough to let a boy stand erect, ! 
the roof sloping down toward the I 
edges. But the most remarkable thing j 
about it is that, roof and walls and 
floor are all of jasper, beautifully mot- 
tled in rod anti yellow. There is little 
doubt that it had been gradually hol- 
lowed out by the Indians in ages past, i 
as they continually chipped away at J 
this vein of bright-hued jasper to i 
get its hard, sharp-edged flakes for 
their arrow-heads. Indeed, I found 
several of these and other stone im- 
plements by pawing over a heap of 
flinty scales which lay in one corner; 
and subsequently it was made plain 
that the secret of the place, once so 
valuable to the savage warriors, was 
still carefully guarded with a sort of 
superstitious reverence by the de- 
generate remnants of the tribe. 

When I told Bessie about this fas- 
cinating spot she was crazy to see it, 
and begged me to take her with me 
the next time I went there. She was 
my chief companion — for neatly all 
the boys in the neighborhood were al- 
ready kept hard at work in the mills — 
and as I knew that she was almost as 
clever at eiimbing as 1 was myself, I 
finally agreed that she should go.

I I 
saw, too, that he had been drinking, J 
though not enough as yet to set him 1 
crazy.

Then f got him to talking about his 
traps and the game he had taken; and 
at last, to my immense relief, he start- 
ed Wick toward the road. I had a long 
chase, however, before 1 could over- 
take the terrified Bessie; the nearer I 
came the faster she fled. 

"Oh! Toni.” she panted, as 1 came 
up. "is it von? 1 was most sure you’d 
been killed and he was coniine after 
me.” 

”1 guess we’re rid of him now,” I told 
her. “He’s gone on to the village for 
more whisky and that’ll be the end of 
him for one while.” 

Soon we were again tramping along, 
quite at ease, laughing and shouting. 
As we proceeded the path grew steep- 
er and steeper, and presently we found 
ourselves on the top of the mountain, 
ready to begin the more difficult de- 
scent along the face of the ciitT. Here 
I cut a stout pole with which to assist 
Bessie in the most dangerous places; 
and with true children’s ltiek we 
crawled and edged along in safety un- 
til we stood together on the wide shelf 
in front of the cave. In we crawled, 
and with a bit of candle which I had 
brought lit up the glistening interior.

COMMERCE WITH HAWAII. 

About Two-Third* of the Island*’ Im- 
ports Come from the United 
Staten — The Export*. 

The Hawaiian islands, their com- 
merce, finance, productions and popu- 
lation, form the subject of a series oi 
tables which will appenr in the next 
number of the summary of finance and 
commerce issued by the bureau of sta- 
tistics. From these it appears that 
the United States has, since the reci- 
procity treaty of 1S7G, had a large 
share of the commerce of these is- 
lands. Prior to 1876 our annual sales 
to the Hawaiian islands had never, 
save in two exceptional cases, reached 
$1,000,000. With 1377, however, the 
$1,000,000 line was permanently passed, 
and since that date our exports to the 
islands have steadily grown, passing 
the $2,000,000 line in 1870, exceeding 
$3,000,000 in 18S3, $4,000,000 in 1S90, 
passing the $5,000,000 line in 1891, and 
promising to reach nearly $6,000,000 
this year. Of the total imports by the 
Hawaiian islands in 1875 a little over 
one-tliird was from the United States. 

In 1876 the reciprocity treaty w’ent 
into operation, and in 1877 the United 
States supplied one-half of the im- 
ports into the Hawaiian islands, which 
then amounted to $2,500,000. By 1880 
the imports had increased to over 
$3,500,000, of which over $2,000,000 
worth came from the United States; 
in 1884 they were over $4,500,000, of 
which more than $3,000,000 were from 
the United States; in 1890, $6,962,000, 
of w hich $4,71 1,000 came from the Unit- 
ed States, and in 1S96, $6,063,000, of 
which about $4,000,000 came from the 
United States. 

Of the exports from the Hawaiian 
islands the United States has also had 
the lion’s share since the reciprocity 
treaty of 1876. In 1S75 only about 57 
per cent, of the exports from the Ha- 
waiian islands came to the United 
States. In 1877, the year following the 
treaty, over 90 per cent, came to the 
United States, and has since continued 
in about the same proportion. Of the 
$200,000,000 worth of exports from the 
Hawaiian islands since the reciprocity 
treaty of 1S7G, more than $180,000,000 
have come to the United States, and of 
the $ 100,000,000 worth of imports into 
the Hawaiian islands during that time, 
about $70,000,000 w’ere from the United 
States. # 

Sugar, of course, appears as the 
ehief article of exportation from the 
islands, though rice has been for years 
an item of considerable value, and of 
late coffee, pineapples and bananas 
have taken important rank in the ex- 
portations of the islands. Of the $15,- 

500.000 worth of exports in 1896, almost 
$15,000,000 worth was sugar, though in 
addition to this there was exported 
over 5,000.000 pounds of rice, 225,000 
pounds of coffee, 126,000 bunches of 
bananas and 147,000 pineapples. The 
increase in sugar and coffee has been 
rapid in the past few years, coffee in- 
creasing from 5.300 pounds in 1887 to 

255.000 in 1896, and sugar from 212,000,- 
000 pounds in 1SS7 to 443,000,000 pounds 
in 1896. The tendency in the past 20 
years lias apparently been to a. re- 
duction in the number of articles pro- 
duced. In 1876 the list of exported 
articles included, besides sugar and 
rice, wool, tallow, molasses, peanuts, 
hides, goatskins, sheepskins, wkalc oil. 
whalebone, ivory, salt, sperm oil, and 
many other articles, but now sugar, 
rice, coffee, bananas and pineapples 
are the chief exports, though the total 
value in 1896 was six times that of 
15J76, when the articles were much 
more numerous. 

The imports, as above indicated, are 
mostly from the United States, those 
of 1876 being divided among the great 
nations as follows: United States, 

$5,464,000; Great Britain, $755,000; 
China, $299,000; Japan, $276,000; Ger- 
many, $148,000; Australia. $114,000. 
The largest items in the list of im- 
ports are groceries and provisions, 
$520,885; machinery, $343,105; fertiliz- 
ers, $332,239; cotton goods, $311,891; 
clothing, $292,559; hardware and agri- 
cultural implements, $278,267; grain 
and feed, $273.75!!; lumber. $255,242: 
tobacco, $194,830; flour, $169,000; build- 
ing materials, $102,639, and besides 
these scores of articles, ranging in 
value from $100,000 downward. The 
population at the latest census was, in 
round numbers, 109,000, o^ whom 31,- 
000 were Hawaiians, 24,000 Japanese, 

21.000 Chinese, 15.000 Portuguese. 5,200 
Americans, 2.250 British and 1,430 Ger- 
mans. The receipts of the government 
are about $2,000,000 annually, of which 
about one-third is gathered by tariff 
taxes, one-third by internal taxation 
and one-third from miscellaneous 
sources, the expenditures being slight- 
ly less than the receipts. 

Our commerce with the islands ex- 
tends over more than half a century, 
one of the tables which will be pre- 
sented showing imports from them as 

earlv as 1820 and exports to them as 
•/ * 

early as 1837, though the latter seem 
to have been only occasional prior to 
1853, when they amounted to $4,406, 
nnd by 1863 had increased to $548,730 
In 1S73 they were $672,191, passing the 
$1,000,000 line in 1877. immediately 
after the enactment of the reciprocity 
treaty; the $2,000,000 line in 1S79, the 
$3,000,000 mark in 1882, the $4,000,000 
stage in 1890. the $5,000,000 in 1891. and 
promising to be nearly $6,000,000 this 
fiscal year, while our imports from the 
islands will this year be the highest on 
record, despite the general reduction 
of imports from other parts of the 
world, the total for the year being 
likely to exceed $15,000,000, against 
$13,6S7.000 last year and $11,757,000 in 
the preceding year. — Washington

CAGE FOR DEHORNING. 

It I» K:iKily Set Down at a Seale Pen, 
the Opt- ulna of a Shed or 
End of u Lane. 

Dimensions: Six feet long, 6 feet 
high, 3 y 3 feet wide at top in front and 
i% feet wide at top at back end. Hot- 
tom of foot board is I foot wide, with 7 
cleats iy 2 inches thick, 1 foot long, 
nailed across it to keep cattle from 
dipping. l-'oot board 2 inches thick, 
and rests on the three 2x4-inch cross 
pieces 4 feet long. To these are bolt- 
ed upright pieces 7 feet long 2x4 inches 
for nailers for sides of cage. Across 
the top of cage are used two strips 
3x4 inches for each set of uprights, 
bolted one on each side of upright. 
The inside of this frame is boarded up 
with inch planks of convenient widths. 
The lower 2% feet should close enough 
to prevent animals putting their feet 
through the cracks. 

On the left side, 3% feet from bot- 
tom, should be used a board one foot 
wide, and one foot longer than the 
cage. In this bore two one-inch holes 
four inches from sides of board. 
Through these put a piece of rope and 
tie on outside. This loop is put over 
the animal’s nose and drawn tight by 
the use of a hand spike. An upright 
lever is used to catch back of the 
head and draw it to the left side of 
cage. This upright should be a 
strong 2x4-ineh, 9 feet long, bolted to 
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DEHORNING CAGE. 

bottom cross piece near the right side, 
the upper end slipping back and forth 
between the cross pieces that hold the 
tops of the two front uprights in 
place. This lever is thrown to the 
right when open for the animal to 
enter. As soon as the head passes it 
is pushed to the left side and fastened 
as tight as required by a small iron 
pin slipped through the cross pieces 
at top back of it. 

As soon as the head is fastened a 
hand spike is slipped through the cage 
Lack of the animal, and another over 
the neck to hold the head down. These 
remain in place usually without hold- 
ing, the operator standing in front 
while taking off the horns. The small- 
est animal having horns, up to a bull 
weighing 1,830 pounds, has been de- 
horned in this sized cage. Animals 
weighing up 1,200 pounds pass right 
through the cage when the holding 
lever is thrown back against the right 
side. Cows heavy in calf and larger an- 
imals back out of the cage. 

The maker of this cage has re- 
modeled it three times to get it as 
described, and has used it nine years. 
The first year he dehorned 150; his 
work now running from 4.000 to 5,000 
from October through March. 

Animals dehorned early in the sea- 
son heal quickly because in good flesh. 
As an experiment, u«ed saw and clip- 
pers on seven steers, cutting one horn 
off with clippers the other with saw. 
The sawed stub healed in one-half 
the time required by the clipped. The 
latter crushes inside of the horn, 
which must decay and come out, be- 
fore the wound can heal. The op- 
erator we refer to loads the cage 
across a common gravel box on a 
wagon and travels to convenient 
points, where the cattle are driven to 
him. He is a rapid workman. With 
two or three assistants to help drive 
and hold he once took horns off 33 
head of two-year-olds in 27 minutes. 
Another time he dehorned 60 head 
of 700-pound cattle in 49 minutes. The 
•cage can be set down at any con- 
venient place, at a scale pen, opening 
of n shed, or end of lane. The accom- 
panying illustration will give the read- 
er a clear understanding of the cage. — 
John M. Jamison, in National Stock- 
man. 

Not All Beetles Are Bud. 

Tiie common ground beetle devours 
cutworms in great numbers, and the 
soldier bug and the wheel bug are 
noted for their predaceous instincts. 
They live upon whatever worms, slugs 
and insects they ear. find in the gar- 
den. Even our wasps are great insect 
destroyers, and if we could overcome 
our natural prejudice against them we 
should find t liat they deserve to live. 
They will not sting one unless cornered 
or frightened in some wav; but tliev 
will destroy slugs and tent caterpillars 
by the dozen. 

Expensive Sort of Economy. 

Reports from south New Jersey 
say that some of the stone roads are 
in bad condition. The freeholders, 
who have them in charge, are farm- 
ers. and util not look after them while 
busy with farm work, nor employ a 
supervisor to care for them. This 
will prove an expensive policy, as 
a thorough system of care and re- 
pair is essential to maintain stone 
roads in condition and secure the 
greatest efficiency from them. 

In a measure high culture helps to 
produce better fruit and prevent rot. 



TURNIP CULTIVATION. 

It fcntails Very Little Labor nttd 
Usually Yield* n Sure and Sat- 
isfactory Profit. 

There are few crops as easily 
grown as turnips or that give a larger 
yield under favorable conditions. But 
with unfavorable conditions they 
often prove a complete failure. There 
is one advantage with them, however. 
They require no cultivation; they oc- 
cupy the ground but a short time. If 
the crop is short they usually sell at 
fair prices, while if the crop is a good 
j one and prices are low they can be 
used to good advantage in feeding 
stock. In milking cows better re- 
sults can be secured by sowing a little 
earlier, as the plants are able to re- 
ceive a much better start to grow be- 
fore hot, dry weather starts in. Often 
when the seeding is delayed until 
the latter part of July, the soil is dry 
and the weather hot, conditions are 
unfavorable to plant growth, and 
though the seed may germinate, the 
growth will be very unsat isfactory. 

New ground is considered best for 
this crop, if it can be prepared in a 
good tilth in good season. In order to 
help to retain moisture it is best to 
plow reasonably deep and then har- 
row or drag until in a fine tilth. It 
pays to take time to have the soil thor- 
oughly worked. The seed is very small 
and unless the soil is in a good tilth 
the seed will not germinate and es> 
pecially so if there is a lack of moist 
ure. 

When the soil is dry rolling will often 
be found beneficial. Care must be 
taken in sowing the seed to scatter 
as evenly as possible over the ground, 
being careful not to sow too thick. 
Cover with a light harrow or brush, 
as very little covering is needed. — N. J. 
Shepherd, in Farmer's Voice. 

CAPTURING INSECTS. 

S a*pen til uts » Lantern at MgrhtOvera 
Tub of Water Sometimes lias 
Good Results. 

By suspending a lantern at night 
over a tub of water having its surface 
coated with kerosene, many n i "ht fly- 
ing insects can be destroyed. Among 
those that can be caught in this way 
are cut worm moths, the clicking 
beetle (which is the mature form of 
the wire worm), and the May beetle 
(which is the mature form of the white 
grub). When these insects became es- 
pecially abundant this method of 
catching them is worthy of trial. The 
objections to it a ref (1) that it is the 
larvae and not the flying form of these 
insects that do serious injury; (2) 
few persons are so far-sighted that 
they can be persuaded to attack in- 
sect enemies until they are suffering 
from their ravages, and the benefits of 
this method will not be felt until per- 
haps the following year; (3) the ob- 
servations of Dr. Otto Lugger show 
that insects have generally laid their 
egss before they fly much, and only 
the male insects of some species fly, 
and the females are nearly or quite 
wingless. It is obvious that in some 
oases catching the flying insects will 
do little if any good. — Western Plow- 
man.

Very Often It Control* the 1'rlce at 
YYliit-h Kenlly Choice Fruit \\ ill 
Sell in the Citiew. 

The manner in which the packing 
is done often controls the priee at 
which really choice fruit will sell. 
This is particularly the case with so 
juicy and tender-skinned a fruit as

the pear. A little bruising will often 
cut down the price of pears one-half. 
When one lias really tine Bartletts, 
Anjous and other choice pears of 
large size it is worth the while to 
take some care to get them into the 
market in as fine shape as possible. 
To this end it is often advisable to 
follow the fashion of those who send 
choice oranges to market — wrapping 
each specimen of fruit in tissue pa- 
per. This work is usually done by ma- 
chinery in the ease of oranges, but 
after a little practice one can very 
quickly cover a bushel of fruit, with 
the prospect of being well repaid for 
his trouble. — American Agriculturist. 

Milk from Altiutv Cowl, 

Cows with sores on their teats or ud- 
ders should never be allowed to fur- 
nish milk for use by humans. It is bet- 
I ter to dry them up or to dispose of 
them altogether. It takes honesty 
and principle to do this, it is always a 
great temptation to allow such ani- 
mals to continue to contribute to 
the supply of milk. If the cow 
is to be kept in milk the milk 
should be at least thrown away 
during the whole period of trouble 
with the sores. Milk, being a great 
medium of contagion, may carry some 
of the worst diseases to the human 
family. — Dakota Field and Farm. 

The Income from Cows. 

The first $25 of the annual income 
from a cow yields but little or no profit 
to the owner over cost of keep; and 
it will take 5,000 pounds of milk at 50 
cents a hundred pounds to bring this 
sum. If by proper selection and breed- 
ing one can get a cow that will yield 
8,000 pounds of milk with but little if 
any more expense for food and eare, 
the extra 3,000 pounds will represent 
profit. It is recognition of this prin- 
ciple and action accordingly that 
makes fortunes in other lines of busi- 
ness, and will add to the profits of the 
farm.— Rural World.

Brazen Man That Talked — A Wonderful 

Mechanical Duck — The Greatest of All 

the Fraudulent Automatons. 

There are few tbing 3 more attractive 
to the generality of men or more calcu- 
lated to excite their wonder and admira- , . 

, _ tJ U^t 

tion than a dexterously and mysteriously 
contrived automaton. There is, indeed, U p 
something almost uncanny in the sight 
of a figure made by men’s hands acting 
like a creature of flesh and blood, and 
this uncanniness is one of the most sub- 
tle of fascinations. Hence the silver al 
the curious readily finds its way into 
the pockets of men ingenious enough *3 
invent such marvels. 

This passion for the automaton is cer- 
tainly no new thing. One meets it iu 
almost the earliest books, sometime^ 
veiled in myth, sometimes more direct- see - 
ly stated. Vulcan, it will be remerr- 
bered, made automatic tripods for the tempt ti 
gods of Olympus — stools which ad- B10re tL 
vanced of their own accord to the ban- snake, 
queting table aud so retired when the ‘‘Huv 
feast was over. 

Aristotle tells us that the human au- 
tomata which Diedalus made were so 
active that it was necessary to keep 
them tethered for fear they would ruu 
away. The same philosopher describes 
a wooden Venus who walked about aud 
gives also the secret of the phenomenon. 
tSbe was filled with quicksilver — a some- 
what crude devica Albertus Magnus is 
credited with having made a brazen 
man who talked aud St. Thomas Aqui- 
nas with having pounded it to pieces 
with a club, suspecting it to be a work 
of satan. Some marvelous feats of 81 
mechanism are credited to John Muller, 
otherwise known as Regiomontanus, 
who flourished in the fifteenth century, 
aud iu dealing with him we perhaps 
touch firmer ground. One was an iron 
fly which flew around a table, another 
a wooden eagle which went out to meet 
Emperor Maximilian on his entry of 
Nuremberg on June 7, 1470, aud re- 
turned with him to the city gates. 

Whether due or not to the stimulus 
given by Louis XIV, the seventeenth 
aud eighteenth centuries were in France 
times of great automatic activity. In- 
deed, the first named century marks the 
beginning of the really bistop cal era ol 
automata. Iu the eighteenth centur} 
lived Mr. Vaucauson, perhaps the most 
wonderful of all makers of automata 
and the creator of the famous duck 
which first appeared before the public 
in 1741. The duck was Vaucauson’s 
masterpiece and completed a reputation 
already made wide by his mechanical 
flute player and an automatic musician 
which not only blew upon the flageolet, 
but also kept time to it on a tambourine. 

The bird was cf life size, aud not only 
was it outwardly an exact imitation to 
a feather of a real duck, but its internal 
anatomy was absolutely true to life. So, 
indeed, were its movements, for it 
swam, dived, walked, quacked, ate, 
drank and by an ingenious device even 
seemed to digest its food. 

This automaton disappeared after its 
inventor’s death, but turned up again 
iu 1840 in a garret in Berlin and was 
purchased by a George Tiets, who took 
four years to put it iu proper working 
order again. At the end of this time it 
was exhibited in a room iu the Palais 
Royal, Paris, where Mr. Houdin, the 
celebrated conjuror, saw it, and, indeed, 
afterward, when something happened 
to one of its wings, took charge of and 
repaired it. No doubt it is still in ex- 
istence. Of more modern automata this' 
is scarcely the place to speak, for they 
are private secrets. Let us confine our- 
selves to merely mentioning Mr. Mas- 
kelyne’s “Psycho” aud “Zoo.” 

Like most things, automata have not 
always been what they seemed. Of 
many frauds upon the wonder loving 
public perhaps the completest was that 
of the famous automatic chess player of 
Mr. Kempelen, which was exhibited 
all over Europe at the end of the last 
century aud afterward in America. It 
was the figure of a life sized Turk seat- 
ed behind a large box, the top of which 
was marked in the middle for chess. 

Prior to the automaton’s meeting an 
opponent the front of the box was open- 
ed and skeptical lookers on were shown 
an arrangement of strings, pulleys and 
cylinders. After this they were allowed 
to examine the interior of the figure, 
which was hollow. Then Mr. Kempe- 
len wound up his Turk with a key, aud 
it was ready to play, which it did by 
moving the pieces with its left hand 
and giving three nods for check to king 
and two for check to queen. All the 
noted chess players of Europe succumb- 
ed to the figure’s superior strategy, and 
its skill so impressed the Empress Cath- 
erine II of Russia that she wished to 
buy it and was with difficulty persuad- 
ed by Mr. Kempelen to give up the idea. 

It was not for years that the secret was 
discovered; but, like most secrets, it 
leaked out at last. The real chess play- 
er was a Mr. Wronsky, a Polish ex-cap- 
tain, both of whose legs had been am- 
putated at the trunk in consequence of 
a wound from a cannon ball 
spectators were examining the box 
Wronsky was in the Turk’s body, and 
when they turned to inspect that an in- 
genious mechanism slid him back into 
the box. To the fact that Wronsky was 
a chess player of consummate skill the 
wide fame of the automaton, which he 
secretly controlled, is to be attributed. 

After this disclosure Mr. Kempelen’s 
automaton naturally enough ceased to 
move mankind to wonder. — New York 
Post.

Able In a Marvelous Degree to Adapt 
Itself to Its Surroundings. 

It is a familiar fact that fishes can 
change their colors at will. Many fishes 
make remarkable changes. Free swim- 
ming fishes most commonly preserve 
their normal colors, though these fislies 
can change. The fishes that change most 
are the bottom feeders. For their owu 
protection from other fishes that would 
prey upon them and the better to enable 
them themselves to capture food these 
change their colors to match the bottom 
they are ou so as to make themselves 
invisible. They do this often to a degree 
that seems extraordinary. 

Iu one of the smaller salt water tanks 
at the New York aquarium there are a 
number of small flatfish. The bottom of 
the tank is covered with coarse gravel. 
The great bulk of the gravel is com- 
posed of pebbles of a brownish white, a 
sort of pale iron rust color. Scattered 
iu this are pebbles cf a deeper tinge, 
with now and then one of a brownish 
gray or brown black. 

The flatfish lying on the gravel at the 
bottom of this tank imitate its colors in 
their own backs iu a manner that is 
marvelous. They are cf a mottled brown, 
like the colors of the gravel, aud the 
smallest of the flatfish is the most 
wonderful. They are all thin aud lie 
close to the bottom. The edge of the lit- 
tle one blends with it, and its baek is a 
wonderful mosaic of browns so like the 
gravel of the surrounding bottom that 
it appears to be a part of it. Even in 
this clear water at a little distance the 
fish is scarcely distinguishable. — New’ 
York Sun.

Trying a Dead Man. 

It is probably an unusual thing in 
any country for a court to sit iu judg- 
ment ou the dead, but iu a Berlin letter 
to the Chicago Record au account is 
given of a trial in w’hich the accused 
was a dead man. 

It was uot his first trial. That had 
taken place iu his lifetime, and its re- 
sult had been a sentence of imprison- 
ment for 18 months. The delinquent 
was bureau chief in the tax office of 
Schweidnitz, Silesia, and it was proved, 
that he had embezzled funds and forged 
documents. Soon after his sentence, 
however, he show’ed signs of unsettled 
reason, and at length died a maniac. 

His w’idow, anxious to clear his mem- 
ory from the stain that rested upon it, 
had the case reopened and proved by 
expert testimony that her husband had 
While the ’ been demented at the time he commit- 
ted the crime. 

Thus occurred the peculiar circum- 
stance of a dead man on trial. The trial 
resulted in the reversal of the former 
sentence, the court pronouncing the de- 
ceased not guilty.
